ae fters, the Members of Parliament, to 
— fhow fome Compatiion to the Misfortunes 
of the Milerable And when I un- 
-  dertook it firft, | thought my felf very 
much in che right, and that, when urg’d 
_ Humanity among Chriftians one to another, 
_ Tatied the Chrittian part, which confifts 
Not in Biting and Devouring one another. 
1 had Reafons from Scripture ; the Du- 
ty of Tei@ernefs and Compaffion to our 
Fellow Creatures being there manifeft, 
and te Debtors in particular. 
~t had Reafwns fcom Humane Policy, 
and Sedate Contideration of common Ad- 
vantag*s, dcawn from chat Poffibility, that 
_ thofe wh» now ftand, and may fometinie or 
other happen co fall aud unk, uader the

fame or worfe Difafer ; and really I thought 
thefe Reafons very good and fufhcient. 

I had Reafons indeed, from the Intereft 
of Creditors, as well as Debtors $ and the 
Evident Proof, that making the latter 
Spend the Eftates of the former in Prifon, 
and Privilege Places, was certainly the 
moft Indire& way of getting the beft Com- 
pofitions. 

I had Reafons from the Difafters of 
Trade, which oblig’d People to contider, 
that ina Time of publick Interruprions to 
Bufinefs, Men’s Bottoms would be try’d, 
and the Infirm would fall of Courfe ; that 
by numerous L ffes, thofe that were co day 
Creditors to Bankrupts, to inorrow became 
Deb‘ors and Bankrupts, and ftaod in Need 
of the {ame Mercy, they denied to their 
Neighbours, 
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And I had Reafons from the Difference 
the Law ovght to make between the un. 
happy, and the unhappily fraudulent con- 
triving Knave; becween the deceiving 
Bankrupt, and the deceiv’d Bankrupr; be- 
tween him, that by his Fall pulls down his 
unwary Neighbour, and that unwary 
Wretch, that is pull’d down, But 
to make no Diftinétion of this Sorr, would 
be to hang che Traveller with the High- 
way-Man. 

Thefe and many more were the Reafons, 
why L have ftrenuoufly argued, and per- 
haps not ineffe¢tual'y, for (ome Liw, that 
might prevent thefe Inundations in Trade, 
thefe Tavafions of honeit Men, and chefe. 
Earthqaakes that over-throw Mouatuins in 
our Negoce. 

Nay, fometimes I was apt to Supgeft 
the following Iniignilicant Trifles, viz 
That a Prifon prid no Debts ; Thac the 
more a Bankrupt fpent, the IcfS he had 
left; and that the Ie{s he had, the Icfs, the 
Creditors would have at-laft ; That he 
that had nothing to Pay, could -pay no- 
thing; and that to ‘keep Men in Perpetual 
Prifon ‘or Debt, was Murthering Men by 
Law; and the like. 

But as the Mufcovites learn to fight by 
being beaten by the Swedes, and perhaps 
in time will be Gainérs by all che Loffes, 
and pay their Teachers home for all their 
Inftruttion ; ———And as every wife Man 
Encreafes in Wildo:n, by adding Experi- 
ence to his Underftanding 5 fo,Gentlemen, 
give me leave, alz Penitent, to inform you, 
how I come to be mad2muich wifer than J 
was before, and to be better inftrutted, 
than when I firft uadertook the Debate 3 
for { efteem it no Difhonour co acknow- 
ledge my ‘elf convine’d, when I have beea 
before in an Errere 

What tho’ I was not at the General Cul- 
hico-Club at Skinners Hall, to hear the wile 
Reafons given there, by cthofe vatt Im- 
provers ot the Woollen Mapufactures, the 
‘Linnen-Dravers, Callicu-!riaters, aad, — 
And fo mifs’d of thofe cogent Reafons, chat 
prevail’d with fome other Gentlemen to 
break thei¢ Words, and after havirg pros 
mifed upon their Honour co forward their 


Bill, becoine profelt Oppofers of it,caemm 


I hope, I may be as weil couvine’d by their 


Reafons, tho’ l did noc hear them, asthey — 


that did hear them, and did noc undere 
ftand them. 

What the’! have no particular Debtor, 
who { have {queez’d-coohard, and that I 
have got more from than oli .he: reft of his 
Creditors, which if this Att pa‘fes, Tmoft 
refund. Ihope, I may as well jultitie my 
being againft the Bill with no realon, as 
Mr.G.-. B... can, fora Reafon he is 
afham’d to tell. 

I cannot therefore clofe thefe Subjeéts, 
without letting you hear fume of thofe 


more weighcy Reafons, the Oppofers of — 


th.s Bill have fortify’d themtelves with, 
which had 1 had the HappinefS to have 
knewn fooner, perhaps { might have beea 
of the fame Mind with Mr. r and 
others and I cannot bue lament my long 


Ignorance inthis Matter,and wonder thefe 


Gentlemen fhou!d cot chiqk ic worth their 
while toiulightea me foner, and make me 
as.wife as themiclves, ia the following 
Particulars. 

t Thac Bankrupts and Infclvents grow 
Rich by lying in Prifon, and are frequeate 


ly enabled by the Confinement of a Gaol 


to Pay their Debts; for that this being an 


Age, particularly Compaflionate -to the — 


Miferable, Friends and Relations often 
raife Funds for delivering them, and 
ooly Pay their Debts , but leave th 
Rich, very Rich when ic is done. 

What, tho’ forctimes here and there 
a few are Starv’d, and Perifh with Want 
and Mifery, in Newyate, the Fleet, Queen’s= 
Bencd and.Rules, their Number is incone 
fiderable, and put all together, they cane 
not prove, that above soo Families have 
been Srarv’dfo,. tu: almok a WHOLE 
YFAR— Whereas the Number that 
daily are deliver’d, by the Generofity of 
Mankind, is hardly ro be reckon’d up. 

2. That the Great Ourcry, of the Crue 
elty of Crediters, is a Scare Crow, a meer 
Rawheal and Bloody-Bones, a Priapus, fet 
up to fright Fools, and Amutethe World 3 
the. thing is quite contrary, and when- 


ever Debtors are Honeft,and will but come — 


ané 
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and Surrender MORE THAN THEY 
HAVE, the Creditors are always kind, 
and give them back partof it, aud Encou- 
rage them ‘o begir the World agaia 
WITH NOiHING, to the manifeft Re- 
lief of them and their Families, and this 
is fo frequent, that there are ucqueftion’d 
Inftances of it, particularly ia che Linnen- 
Draper in Covent Garden, about which, a 
certain Gentleman told fome forg’d 
Stories at the Bar of the Houfe of Lords 
— For thefe Gentlemen have us’d 
that poor Man fo terderly, that having 
got all he has in the World, and difpos’d 
of it moftCompafionately, at abour halt 
the Value, Charitably curn’d him and his 
Wie out of Doors, and noc left him a 
Shilling to buy Bread 5 they Gineroufly 
now offer him his Liberty, and the Ho- 
nour of a Journey-man’s Office, if he will 
but quit his Hopesof Ten Pound a Year, 
that is not yet in his Poffeffion, nor ne- 
yer may be. 

However, as the Compaffions of thefe 
Gentlemn requ're a larger Defcription, 
in order to Confute the Allegations of 
thofe, that Cry outof Cruelty ; there is 
alargc Hiftory, of the feveral Remarka- 
ble Infiances, of the Mercy of Creditors 
in England, preparing for the Prefs, in 
which thofe Pcrfons, now Scandaliz’d that 
way, may be Vindicated, as far as Matter 
of Fu will do it, from thele fore of Af- 
pertions, particulaily of a certain Tender 
Hearted Gentleman-Creditor to his own 
Father, two or three Compaffionate Bro- 
thers, and fome other decent Examples to 
Clear the Nation cf this Seandal.

Drapers and Stock-Jobbers are Men of 
Hurry and Bufinefs, Men of Grandeur and 
Confideration, and are oblig’d fometimes 
for their particular Service to deal in Cla- 
mour, mike great Noife about nothing, and 
beat the Exchange- Alley Kettle-Drums fo 
Joul, when they have occation to make 
Stucks rife or fall, that thee Trifles can- 
not be heerd; nor are they oblig’d to di- 
vert their ferious Thoughts to the impere 
tinen: Drudgery of reading Votes and Re- 
views, which when they have read, abey are 
not always tke wifer for; they are Gentle- 
nen fo contiderable in Trade, that they 
ought to have had Notice fent them, of 
whac was a doing in thefe Matters, and 
the two Houfes could do lefs than fend 
them Advice of the Proceedings; and no 
doubt but it was in the Sence of this 
Grandeur of their Party, that when the 
Heufe of Lords order’d the Merchants to 
actend, to give their Opinion in this Bill,

rfineteen Men of Trade and Credit, are for 
the Bill, nay, tho’ choir Repréfentatives 
were for it, and one of them was Chair- 
man of the Committee, and carried it 
up to the Lords, yet ealie thac the twen- 
tyeth Pact may have the Majority of the 
other Nineteen, is, for ought I know, as 
ealie to Demonftrace, as the Bankrupts 
ought to be left to the Mercy of theic Cre- 
ditors, and Men be Murther’d fur Debt. 

Well, Gentlemen, I cannot but be Sor- 
ry, I did not come to chefe Inlightnings, 
before *tis now too late! The Biii is Pafs’d, 
Hine ile Lacrimz; Mob-Tyrrany is ceas’d, 
the Innundation of Cruelty is ftop’d, and 
thefe Thieves the Commifhoners, the Gutbs 
and Vandals of Trade, will no more over- 
run the Nation.
